The Brig < hickasaw, Capt. If, Eldridge, sailed from 


Baltimore, on Wednesday morning, July 20th, consigned 


to A . C . Lombard K C o., of this city, having on board 
two colored females, named in their ‘‘ passes” E liz a 
S m a ll and 
I'olly A nn Bates. 
Soon afterwards, Mr 


John B . M o r r is, o f Baltimore, discovered that two of 


his female slaves— one named A n n Patten and the other 
M a r y P inckney— luid run away ; and, upon inquiry, he 
had good reason to believe that the two women, who sailed 
in tho Chickasaw, under different names, were the persons 


who had absconded, 
Mr Morris, therefore, sent on Mr 


M a tth e w TuYner, to whom lie gave a power o f atlor 
ney, authorizing him to arrest and claim the fugitives.— 
Mr Turner arrived in the city on Sunday week, and kept 


a vigilant look out for the arrival of the Chickasaw, 
which took place last Saturday morning. Mr Turner went 
down below nbonl futir miles, hourded the Chickasaw, and 
found the fugitives, ascertained that they had false “ pass­ 
e s,” and ordered tlie Captain to detain them till he could 


procure a warrant to secure them further. 
The women at 


once admitted themselves to have been the slaves of Mr 
Morris. 
Affidavits of nil the facts and admissions of the 


women were made, and are now on file in the Supreme 
Court. 


Between 12 and 1 on Saturday noon, Eldridge was sum­ 
moned to appear before Chief Justice Shaw, to shew cause 
why the women, brought up by writ of habeas corpus, 
should not lie discharged from custody. 
The habeas cor­ 
pus was obtained by Samuel 11. A dam s, n colored man, 
and included h tree mulatto man, who did not come in the 
vessel. 
This circumstance proved that certain imrsons in 
this city exjiected the three persons specified in die writ 
to come in the ('hickasaw, and it was also suspected at 
Baltimore that the man had sailed with the women. 
The 
agent and his counsel rely ori this fact as proving that the 
plan of the escape of the fugitives was concerted in this 


city. 
The writ was made returnable at half past three 
on Saturday, but at lliat hour Judge Shaw was not in 
Court, and Judge W ilde ordered the women to be com­ 


mitted to jail, to ap|>car yesterday morning at 9 o’clock. 
The Court was completely crowded hy colored people, 
as soon as the Court was opened. 
The only white per­ 
sons present, except a few members of the bar, w ere about 


| innocent persons instead of slaves.

Sew ell, it is said— and some persons declared yesterday 
in Court that they were ready to sw ear to it— approached 
the slaves, who were seated on a jury bench on tlie left of 
the Judge, and told them that they were discharged, and 
advi sed them to clear out before the agent seized them.— 
W hatever might have been the tenor of his communication 
with them— for u communication he admits he had— the 


effect was unexampled in any of onr Courts ; 
for when 
Judge Shaw arose to reply to Mr Fiske, the colored people 
sprung from their seats in every direction, and gathering 
round the two slaves, rushed to the nearest door, burst it 
open, and boro them pell-mell down the stairs. 
A huge 
negro woman carried one of them into Court Square in 
her arms. 
Deputy Sheriff Huggeford and Constable 
Trescolt were the only officers present. 
Mr liuggeford 
dashed in among the rushing mob, but was seized by the 


throat, and thrown aside, unable to stem the current.— 
Judge Shaw called to order, and commanded the rioters to 


stop, but they pressed on, till, in'the space of not more 
than two minutes, not a colored person was in Court. 
A 
carriage was at hand in School street, und the women 
were placed in it, and drove up School street, down Bea­ 
con street, and over the Mill-dam. 
After the shock occasioned by this high-handed outrage 
had in some degree subsided, Judge Shaw expressly stat­ 
ed he had passed no order for the discharge of the slaves, 
but was going into an explanation of the power of the 
agent and tlie legal course for hi u to pursue, when the res­ 
cue was effected, and interrupt«! him. 
The Sheriff was 


sent for uud apprised of the res.ue, and Judge Shaw said 
to him— ‘‘ Mr Sheriff, the permits were in your custody, 


and, as I have passed no c.der for their discharge, you 


must be looked to for them.”
